DUCOR, July 30—Ducor, from 
the time that it was Dutch Corners, 
has had its ups and downs; at one 
time it boasted quite a business 
district, it had a bank, a hotel and 
a promising future for city de- 
velopment, but, as was often the 
case with small, rural towns, the 
automobile changed the picture, 
as good roads and fast travel pull- 
ed trade to the larger cities.

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SUBTERFUGE IN AREA PLANNING? 


Under the California Planning Act, four levels of planning are 
authorized: City, county, area and regional. 

Pattern at all levels is the same: The legislative body—city coun- 
cil, board of supervisors, a combination of these, or the state itself — 
is authorized to act through an appointed planning commission which 
is to conduct the necessary planning, then present the plan to the leg- 
islative body for acceptance. ; 

It seems apparent that intent was to assure planning on a city basis, 
a county basis, an area basis and a regional basis. The realm of operation 
is obvious for city or county planning; area planning was designed, and 
is being used successfully, where great concentrations of population 
exist, but legislative authority is divided. 

An example of this might be in the southern California area where 
population is concentrated in contiguous areas with divided legislative 
power, possibly the county and several cities. Under this situation, 
or in a situation such as that created by the development of a large 
military installation in a sparcely settled area such as in Kings coun- 
ty, the area planning commission may be justified and may be ef- 
fective. 

Regional planning is designed to cover large areas with common 
problems, for example, an entire water shed that might include sev- 
eral cities and several counties. 

City planning and county planning was designed for just the 
‘type of situation that exists in Tulare county — several incorporated 
cities in a county, with large areas of county territory between. 

And it should be noted that in the state. planning act, the basis 
for planning and the things to be accomplished are the same under 
the four re of planning. 

Which adds up to the fact that cities, and the county of Tulare, 
have all the legal machinery necessary to plan on a county-wide basis, 
without adding an area planning commission on top of the city and 
county. In fact, cities are authorized to develop their plans not only 
within their legal boundaries, but beyond, through the adjacent urban 
area. Counties are directed to recognize legally accepted city plans, 
and several methods are possible to bring about close understanding 
and cooperation between the county and cities. 

When the Tulare County Area Planning commission was establish- 
ed in October of 1958, the idea was that the cities and the county 
would contribute money to the area planning commission, this money 
was then to be matched with federal money under Section 701 of the 
Housing Act of 1954. 

But after the area planning commission was established, it was 
found that Tulare county does not have sufficient people per square 
mile to qualify for area planning funds, so those individuals who seem 
bound and determined to get an area planning commission going at 
all costs, decided to try the back door in the financing of the area 
planning commission.

We don't like this type of operation; we don't like subterfuge.! 

And we repeat: All the necessary machinery for coordinated 
planning between cities and the county of Tulare already exists in the 
present city planning commissions and the county planning commission. 

We strongly urge that these existing planning agencies be strength- 
ened if necessary, and the job of county-wide planning continued. 

There is no need for a Tulare County Area Planning commission 
with its financial subterfuge.

There has been 
a good show of white sea bass 
from 10 to 25 pounds ‘with an av- 
erage catch of about two per boat 
of eight to ten fishermen. Most 
of the sea bass have been taken 
from the squid beds off the sand 
dune beaches near Monterey. Rock 
fishing in the area has been ter- 
rific with about all the fish avail- 
able any angler wants to catch. 

Quite a few striped bass are be- 
ing taken, especially off Marina 
near Moss Landing. 

The first of the albacore have 
been brought into the Monterey 
Bay by the commercial fishermen 
but no reports of party boats tak- 
ing any as yet. 

One more good place to fish — 
Alaska, and this writer is arrang- 
ing a special trip from August 14 
to 23 for less than $600 including 
round trip plane fare from Fresno, 
food, guide, camp, and as a matter 
of fact everything except tackle 
and personal belongings, it even 
includes the fishing license. We 
have some brochures we_ have 
worked up for the trip and a let- 
ter to me at KFRE-TV, Fresno, 
will bring one.

Q. Will you please discuss poly- 
cystic disease of the kidney? 
A. This is a congenital condition, 
meaning that it is present at 
birth. Both kidneys are usually 
affected. They are enlarged and 
contain many (poly-) | sac-like 
structures (cysts) which crowd 
out normal kidney tissue. The 
disease often occurs in two or 
more members of the same fam- 
ily and is frequently handed 
down from generation to genera- 
tion.

Energy makes the wheels go 
’round, and more and more power 
is needed to turn the wheels need- 
ed to keep our economy running 
smoothly and our standard of liv- 
ing constantly improving. But 
history has taught us that every 
kind of applied energy, from horse 
power to steam, from water power 
to electricity, can be dangerous 
unless properly used. 

Atomic energy, newest of man’s 
miracles in power supply, differs 
from its fore-runners in one im- 
portant respect, that it is incon- 
ceivably the most dangerous 
source of energy so far developed. 
If it is to be used successfully to 
increase the welfare and the pro- 
ductivity of people, its dangers 
must be identified and guarded 
against. The power of the atom 
for good is enormous, but so is its 
power of destruction. 


It was with full appreciation of 
these factors in the peaceful use 
of nuclear energy that the recent 
cession of our California Legisla- 
ture considered several measures 


relating to use and control of such 


energy. Out of our studies and 


deliberations came a new law, the 


“Atomic Energy Development and} 


Radiation Protection Law’, which 
puts us in the forefront among 
states as to effective acts dealing 
with the problem involved. 

This new statute establishes it 
as state policy to encourage the 
constructive development of indus- 
tries which produce or use atomic 
energy or radiation, but also to 
eliminate unnecessary exposure of 
the ®people to radiation. The act 
is intended to assure proper co- 
ordination between state govern- 
ment, local agencies, other states, 
and the federal government, in- 
cluding the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, in matters of law, rules 
and regulations.

atomic energy development and 
radiation protection within the 
Governor’s office. It is to be head- 
ed by a Coordinator appointed: by 
the Governor. 


This new agency is assigned a 
number of duties and responsibil- 
ities. One of the most important 
is to keep the public, labor, indus- 
try, and all other interests com- 
pletely informed as possible on 
development and control of atomic 
energy in this state. 


One of the primary purposes of 
the law is to secure proper co- 
ordination between the rules and 
regulations of the various state de- 
partments and those of the cities 
and counties relating to nuclear 
energy or radiation, with those of 
other states and the federal gov- 
ernment. The coordinator is given 
broad authority in this field, and 
is designated as liason officer for 
dealing with national agencies and 
other states on matters relating to 
atomics. 


A departmental coordinating 
committee, composed of the heads 
of thirteen state agencies plus the 
University of California, or their 
representatives, is set up to assist 
in the development and coordina- 
tion of activities by.the depart- 
ments in the atomics field.

AMERICAN SUCCESS STORY ENDS WITH 
A $100,000 ESTATE UNCLAIMED; STATE 
OF CALIFORNIA WILL GET THE MONEY 


SACRAMENTO, July 30 — The 
State of California will receive ap- 
proximately $100,000 from the es- 
tate of an elderly El Centro brick- 
layer whose past is clothed in 
mystery, State Controller Alan 
Cranston has announced. 

That gargantuan sum — one of 
the largest amounts ever to pass 
to the state under the escheat 
laws — represents half of an es- 
tate left by Elmer Leonard, 87- 
year-old Imperial valley pioneer 
who died last July. 

Leonard amassed his fortune in 
the time-honored tradition of 
hard work, thrift and prudent in- 
vestments, according to Cranston, 
whose office processes unclaimed 
property and escheated estates. 

Leonard’s wife, Dora, whom he 
married in Omaha, Nebraska, on 
November 21, 1906, died in 1954. 

Other than the wedding date, 
and the fact that he was born in 

1Renville county, Minnesota, on

PORTERVILLE, July 30 — Por- 
terville city residents are asked to 
exercise reasonable care in use of 
water within the city by Dave 
Rambo, superintendent of public 
works, who says that water deliv- 
eries are higher than at any time 
in the past history of the city. 

Dry winter and short runoff 
have affected the water wells 
throughout Central California, 
Rambo says. Porterville’s entire 
city water supply is from wells, 
Rambo points out, and while the 
supply is sufficient at present, 
heavy water use represents a drain 
on the ground water supply. 

Rambo asks that excessive yard 
irrigation be avoided and that no 
water be wasted in the home or 
yard. He says that if another dry 
year is experienced, the city may 
face.a critical water shortage next 
summer.

known as “Frenchy” in Omaha 
and that he wandered through the 
Middle West as an itinerant brick- 
layer in the latter days of the last 
century.

The Leonards came west half a 
century ago and settled in the Im- 
perial valley; commencing their 
frugal existence with a modest 
homestead. Their savings were in- 
yested in bonds, stocks and land, 
some of it farmland, some of it ur- 
ban property in El] Centro. 

As Imperial valley grew, so did 
the value of the Leonards’ hold- 
ings. 

Through the years, the Leon- 
ards had no children, they left no 
will, so their entire fortune of 


some $200,000 was community 
property. 
Mrs. Leonard’s half, however, 


was claimed by five half brothers 
and sisters who will share her 
portion in equal parts. 

Her husband’s half has been un- 
claimed despite the industrious ef- 
forts of lawyers and professional 
heir-hunters to locate a rightful 
claimant. 

Under state law, an e 
which there is no wil 
known heirs is held by tate 
for five years. If no he come 
forth within that time, the estate 
escheats to the state, the proceeds 
going into the School Land fund.
